Sauispuny, N. C., September 17.—A grand 
reunion of the survivors of the confederate 
and federal armies has been arranged to 
tuke place here on the third of October. In- 
Vitations were sent to both armies. Lieu- 
tenant-General Sheridan politely declined 
on account of pressing business engage- 
ments. He expressed his hope of the suc- 
cess of the movement. General W. T. Sher- 
nian wrote a letter which has created no lit- 
tle excitement. The letter is as follows: 
The time is too remote for me to make a prom- 
ise, but] asstuire you thatit would be most agree- 
able to me personally and sociaily to meet you on 
any suitable occasion. There is no use in my 
mincing terms. Whenever and wherever the 
honestmen of North Carolina seek to allay sec- 
tional and party animosities and to cultivate feel 
ines of fraterna) respect for their fellow-citizensof 
the United States, it will be to me most tempting 
to come to Salisbury. I would far prefer to come 
alone than as before with a vast army, leaving 
desolation behind; but I musi not be construed 
tS assenting to the proposition that 
confederates and union men were alike worthy 
of celebration for the terrible history of 1861-65. I 
would much prefer to come on some civic oecca- 
sion, wheu all are absolutely equal and all alike 
interested in the present and future of our com 
mon country. ‘There werea few union soldiers 
in North Carolina during the war, though we be 
lieve the people generally were opposed to seces- 
sian, and I will say that your meeting, if confined 
to the surviving seldiers of North Carolina, will 
be in facta confederate reunion, where I would 
certainly be out of place. All soldites in their so- 
celal reunions glorify their deeds of heroism, and 
this reunion will hardly be an. exception, and it 
would be a strange sight for General Sherman to 
cheer tne yictories ot his enemies and 
respond to the claim that because the soldiers of 
North Carolina were brave and true to their state 
and section, their cause was as sacred as ours, 
which finally triumphed and made our union 
more glorious and more resplendent than before. 
Were 1 present and you should suppress 
this natural feeling, I would icel myself 
an intruder, marring the natural happiness 
of the festive occasion. I know that the soldier 
elenicent was the first to lay aside the anery parti- 
san feelings of the war, and are the new leaders 
in the new epoch which is sure to add wealth and 
prosperity to our whole country, and when some 
occasion arises when we may all meet on common 
ground in North Carolina to celebrate some revo- 
lationars event, or to encouraye some modern en- 
terprise, it will give me great pleasure to come to 
Salisbury, to Raleigh, to Guilford court-house, or 
any other place in the old north state.

_ Auraria, Lumpkin County, Ga., Septem- 
ber 17.—Tom Stowers, the boss wagoner of 
North Georgia, has just laid down at the 
Auraria mine for Messrs. Mason & Walker 
20,000 pounds of machinery. Captain 
Moyer, who is operating a quartz mine near 
Dahlonega, and intends putting up a light- 
ning crusher, has offered Mr. Stowers a con- 
tract to deliver him 60,000 pounds of ma- 
chinery. The fact is that the freighting 
business of Lumpkin county has reached a 


magnitude that is almost beyond the power 
of horse flesh. The merchants and miners 
of Lumpkin county pay out for freight up- 
wards of $75,000 per annum, and before an- 
other year it ‘will be  damble — that. 
We mus‘, we can and we will have a rail- 
road. The people of New Bridge, Big Sa- 
vannah, Dawson county, and Auraria 
should not stand idly by with their hands 
in their pockets waiting for other people to 
furnish the means to build the road that 
will benefit them so much. A railroad with 
a depot where it could cross the wagon road 
from New Bridge to Big Savannah and an- 
other at Auraria would benefit Dawson 
county very nearly as much as if it run to 
the court-house. It would give the farmers 
a good market and attract attention to the 
rich gold mines; and | boldly assert, with- 
out fear of contradiction, that Dawson 
county has got as rich gold mines as Luinp-

A FPasilede Astonishes the Inbsbitants of East 
Point, Bat no Ore Seems to Have Been Se-

Kaat Point, Ga., September 17.—Our usu- 
ally quiet town was visited with a little dis 
turbance last night about seven o clock. A 
number of gentlemen were sitting in front

hailed them and asked if they had “too big 
a load to take on a passenger,” referring to 
himself.

Culberson informed them that there were 
noeharms in that regien for him, and if 
they saw fit they might take a 
tour into that unhappy country them- 
selves, which might be a relief to society 
here.

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THE TWO WARS. 
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The Capture of Cetewayo—The Aighan- 
istan Riot, 

Lonpon, September 17.—The following 
dispatch has just been received from south 
Africa: “Capetown, August 2), via, 
Oden.—Marter captured Cetewayo yester- 
day. Marter was in command of a squad 
of dragoons.” 

An agent of the Eastern telegraph com- 
pany at Aden conlirms the report of the 
capture of Cetewayo by Major Marter with 
a detachment of the First ‘lragoons serving 
under Lord Gifford in the northeast of Zulu- 
land oa the 2Uth of August, 

Indian officials have telegraphed further 
details of the attack on the British residen- 
cy at Cabul. It is related by a trooper who 
escaped that when the mutinous troops were 
making an outery for their pay, a 
soldier shonted: “Let us kill the 
envoy and then the ameer.”’ The miuti- 
neers then rushed upon the embassy 
and stoned some of the servants. The 
troops composing the escort of the embassy 
tired upon the mautineers without orders 
from the British officers. The mutineers 
then went for their weapons. They were 
absent about a quarter of an hour, during 
which time the officers might have escaped. 
The residency was defended from windows. 
A sergeant with some more of the escort 
of the* British residency has arrived at 
Alikhevye. ‘The military authorities have re- 
ceived information tending to show that 
the frontier tribes have partially interrupt. 
ed the communication between Khyber 
pass and Cabul.

fhe Cases at Hopeticia Declared to be 
Imaginary. 


W asHINGTON, September 17.—The cases of 
yellow fever reported to have appeared at 
Hopetield, Ark., are said to be wholly imag” 
inary. Th@inspector at Memp!i's in a tele- 
gram to the national board of health says 
no cases exist at Hopetieldd. 

Memruts, September 17.—Yellow fever is 
reported broken out in Hopefield, Ark, 
That state and Tennessee Ltve been so rig- 
idly quarantined, however, jor the past two 
monthsthat itis impossible to learn the 
truth of the statement. 

Two new cases and five deaths since ‘ast 
night. Among the number is Noland Fon- 
taine. The constitutionality of the order 
of the state board of health, which pro- 
hibits loose cotton from being brought 
into the city and = ginned during the 
epidemic, is to be tested. An injunction 
has been prayed for and awaits the action 
of the judge to whom the petition has 
been sent. The weather is clear and pleas- 
ant. ‘The undertakers report nine inter- 
ments since last evening—Ned Valkman, 
Mollie Mohden, George B. Mahaffey, John 
Orihi, Frederick Deitrych, Dr. A. Camp- 
bell, Francis Wells, William Earnest and 
one colored. Dr. Ess sent to investigate 
the cause of the fever reported on the Pa- 
ducah road eleven miles north of the city, 
returned last night and reports the case not 
yellow tever. 

The following telegram addressed to D 
P. Porter, and John Johnson, committee, 
was received from Washington this even- 
ing: ‘It has been decided by the president 
and cabinet, after full consideration, that 
since the recent action of congress 
relief forthe people i: the yellow fever 
camps, must come either from the national 
board of health orthe state authorities; 
congress having passed a law on the 
subject, federal action must be guided 
thereby. Dr. Cabell, president of the ua- 
tional board of health, telegraphs that: 
“We will supply rations to persons now out 
of Memphis into camps se a period in 
no case to exceed twenty days.”’

The doctrine of state rights was, that each 
state Was sovereign and supreme, and might 
nullify the laws of the union or secede from 
the union at pleasure. They held that sia- 
very Was the natural and normal condition 
of the colored man, and that. therefore. sla- 
very in this country could and should be 
the corner-stone of a Lree government, 

“Mr. Lincoln held that the United States 
tts povernment pos- 
sesses ample power under the constitution 
to maintain its authority and enforce its 
laws in every part of its territory. The de- 
nial of this principle by those who asserted 
the doctrine of state rights, and who rightly 
claimed that it was inconsistent with state 
suvercignitv, made up ao issue ever which 
arose one Ot the leading controversies which 
led to the civil war, The result of the war 
decided that controversy in favor of nation- 
ality and in favor of the supremacy of the 
national government,” | 

He then quoted liberally from the speech-. 
es of Mr Lincoln upon the rights of suffer- 
age and of the states, from which he argued 
that ‘the nation’ is now supreme, and that 
the clamor of states rights was “hushed by 
the elash of arms."’ From this he proceeded 
to the declaration that “equality of rights 
for the colored people from that time thts 
became one of the essential issues of the 
war. General Sherman said, when the tight 
is over, the hand that drops the musket 
vannot be denied the ballot. Jefferson said 
long before, the man who fish's tor the 
couutry is entitled to vote, When with the 
help ofthe colored men, the victory was 
yained. the fifteenth amendment followed 
naturally as one of its leyitimate results, 
No man can truthfully elaine that he faith- 
fully accepts the true settlements of the 
war, Who sees with indilfierence the fil- 
teenth amendment practically nullified, | 

“No one can overstate the evils which the 
country must suffer if lawless and violent 
Opposition to the enjoyment of constitu- 
tional rights is allowed to be permanently 
successful. The lawlessness which to-day 
assails the rights of the colored people will 
find other victims to-morrow. This ques- 
tion belongs to no race, to bho party ane to 
no section, Itis a question in which the 
whole country is deeply interested. Patriot- 
ism, justice, humanity and our material in- 
terests, all plead on the right side of this 
question, The colored people are the laborers 
who produce the cotton which, going 
abroad to the markets of the world, gives us 
that favorable balance of trade which is 
now doing so much for the revival of al) 
business. The whole fabric of society rests 
upon labor. If free laborers suffer from 
oppression and injustice, they will either 
become discontented and turbulent, de- 
stroyers of property, and not producers of 
property, or they will abandon the com- 
munities which deprive them of their in- 
alienable rights. Inu either case, social 
order and the peaceful industries 
upon which prosperity depends are 
imperilied and perhaps sacrificed. It will 
not do to say that this is an affair which be- 
longs solely tu the distant states of the south, 
The whole country must sulfer if this ques- 
tion is not speedily settied, and settled 
rightly. Where the two races are numer- 
ous, prosperity can only exist by the united 
and harmonious efforts of both the white peo- 
ple and the eolered people. The only solid 
foundations for and progress in 
such Columunities are equal and exact jus- 
tice to both races. Consider the present sit- 
uation? Whatever complaints may have 
been heard during the progress of recon- 
struction, candid men must admit that all 
sections and all states are now equally re- 
garded, and share alike the riglits, the priv- 
ileves, and the benelits of the common goy- 
ernment. All that is needed for the perma- 
nent pacification of the country is the cor- 
dial co-operation of all well-cisposed citi- 
zens to secure the faithful observance of 
the equal-rights amendments of the consti-- 
tution.
